HAS BEEN THREATENING A NU BER OF HIGH-COST CHILEAN INDUSTRIES. 
CHIEF AMONG THESE IMPORTS ARE WINE AND SHOES FROM ARGENTINA. 
ALLEGATIONS OF DUMPING AND DEMANDS FOR SOME KIND OF IMPORT

2. ACCORDING TO WEEKLY QUE PASA, THE "ARGENTINE MENACE" BEGAN 
WITH THE MILITARY TAKEOVER THERE, AND THE MEASURES TAKEN BY 
THE NEW REGIME TO RESTORE ARGENTINA'S BALANCE OF PAYMENT. IT 
IS ARGUED THAT THE ARGENTINES EFFECTIVELY SUBSIDIZE THEIR 
EXPORTS BY USE OF THEIR DIVIDED EXCHANGE RATES. COMPONENTS 
FOR ARGENTINE EXPORTS WHICH ARE IMPORTED INTO ARGENTINA ARE 
PAID FOR AT THE OFFICIAL EXCHANGE RATE OF 140 PESOS TO THE 
DOLLAR. THE EXPORTER CAN THEN EXCHANGE HIS DOLLAR EARNINGS AT 
RATES OF UP TO 245 PESOS ON A SLIDING SCALE IN PROPORTION TO 

THE AMOUNT OF ARGENTINE LABOR THAT HAS GONE INTO THE FINISHED 
EXPORT. SHOE EXPORTS ALLEGEDLY ENTITLED THE EXPORTER TO 245 
PESOS TO THE DOLLAR, THUS MAKING POSSIBLE A ROCKBOTTOM EXPORT 
PRICE. THESE ARE NOT, STRICTLY SPEAKING, SUBSIDIES, THE 
CHILEAN SHOE MANUFACTURERS ADMIT, BECAUSE THEY FLOW FROM 
EXCHANGE RATE DIFFERENTIALS. ACCORDING TO THESE CHILEANS, THAT 
DOES NOT MAKE THEM ANY LESS UNFAIR. 

3. WINE PRODUCERS ARE EQUALLY UPSET. THERE MAY NOT. THEY 
AGREE, BE A FORMAL ARGENTINE BOUNTY ON WINE EXPORTS. NEVERTHE- 
LESS. THEY SAY, CREDITS COMBINED WITH GUARANTEED BASE PRICES 

IN ARGENTINA AMOUNT TO THE SAME THING. ALL ARGENTINE EXPORTS 
HAVE ACCESS TO SPECIAL ONE- YEAR CREDITS AT 7 PERCENT, RESULTING 
IN A COST ADVANTAGE NOT AVAILABLE TO THE CHILEAN COMPETITON. 
MEANWHILE, THE TARIFF PROTECTION ACCORDED CHILEAN WINE HAS 
DROPPED FROM 70 PERCENT TO 30 PERCENT. HOWEVER EFFICIENT THEY 
MIGHT SOMEDAY BECOME, CHILE'S WINEGROWERS ARGUE, THEY WILL 
STILL NEED FOUR YEARS OF PROTECTION AT A MINIMUM IN ORDER TO 
ADJUST TO THIS COMPETITION. OTHERWISE, IMPORTS FROM ARGENTINA 
WILL EFFECTIVELY DISCOURAGE NEW INVESTMENT IN CHILEAN VINEYARDS. 

4. MEANWHILE, A CHILEAN IMPORTER OF WINE FROM ARGENTINA HAS 
RECENTLY HAD HIS PICTURE IN THE PAPERS IN STRONG SUPPORT 

OF THE IMPORT-ORIENTED, ANTI-INFLATIONARY POLICY OF THE 
ECONOMIC TEAM. "POWERFUL GROUPS", WHICH, HE SAYS, DOMINATE 
THE CPILEAN WINE INDUSTRY, HAVE BEEN BLOCKING HIS REQUESTS 
FOR LICENSES TO IMPORT HIGH-QUALITY ARGENTINE WINE AT 55 PERCENT 
OF THE COST OF THE EQUIVALENT CHILEAN PRODUCT. 
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5. THE PRESIDENT OF THE CHILEAN MANUFACTURERS ASSOCIATION 
(SOFOFA), ARGUES THAT THE GOC "HAS TO DO SOMETHING" TO PROTECT 
DOMESTIC INDUSTRIES FROM "UNFAIR" COMPETITION. AT THE HEART

THE PRICING OF IMPORTS FROM ARGENTINA, ONE LONGER RANGE QUESTION
